Populism would not avert it noi 
remedy the wrong. 

The advocate of .'Socialism meets 
with quite a number of questions, 
some of which, perhaps, might be 
answered hero.

“The People’s Party,” says a 
recent critic, “has place<l n.s its 
fundamental principle the i-stahlish- 
meut of a monetaiy system that 
shall not la' under the ismirol of anv 
individual or corporaiion. 'I'haf is 
the key to the situation." 

Now wc Socialists aro quite aware 
of tjlie injustice of the ]irc.5ent 
monetary system, and we can a.s.siire 
our Populist friend? that' under So¬ 
cialism it will 1)0 completely swept 
away along with all tlie other rn|>- 
italistic devices. But, however bml 
the liioiielary system it is uoi the 
cause of tlic crisis or panic. Tiie 
industrial crisis is an inliereut an.I 
inevitable part of the preseni s,,ci.il 
system, or rather lack of NV.-,teiii. 
It is the direct ' result ..f ’ tliree 
fcaturos in our modern ccon innc 
life, viz..—(1) the plaulessnes-' of 


modern production. F'veiy one pro¬ 
dunes and no one -’snows how mncli 
the market needs or how' much the 
other eomi>etitors are producing.

The inovitahle result of this plan- 
lcs.-ines? is that fri'qucntly there is 
an iivcrproiluction and hcncc a glut 
in the market. Rut this ciuulition 
is gn'.’itk aggravate.! hv another, 
viz., the e.vploitation of labor which 
operates to farther restrict^ the 
market.

worker by the owner; third, the 
vastly unequal distribution of 
wealth, splitting society into two 
classes, the very rich and the very 
IHXir, with a diminishing middle 
class standing between them as a 
buffer.

Mosos, in legislating for a nation 
of freedom, prohibited overwork by 
hia sabbatiis compri.sing fifty-two 
days per year, one year every seven 
years and or.:-additional year (the 
Jubilee) every seven times seven 
veers. He prohibited land monopoly 
by providing that the land sliould 
nbt be sold forever, but only until 
the Jubilee. He sought, in like 
manner, to prohibit tool monopoly 
by forbidding the giving of the up¬ 
per and nether millstone to pledge. 
Finally, lie absolutely forbade in¬ 
terest-taking among Hebrews. The 
protest of the Hebrew prophets, 
Amoa in particular, were aimed es¬ 
pecially against disregard of this 
economic legislation of Moses and 
the consequent development of 
riches and poverty. 

.Tesus’ fiercest dcnuciations were 
aimed at economic abuses. It was 
the rich man whom he consigned to. 
hell, while he sent the tramp to 
ncaren. And it was the money¬ 
changers whom he scourged from 
the temple.

In the 
country districts the Socialists have 
gained 100% and over. Tromaoe 
district, in the north, where most 
of the people are fishermen, has 
elected three Socialists to parlia¬ 
ment The three cities Tromsoe, 
Bodoe and Narvik, on .\ug. 31, 
elected Co niode J. Berge with 35 
votes; he is the ftrst Socialist ever 
elected to the parliament of Norway.

A significant incident (xxurred 
last week st Omaha. It happened 
in the meeting of the Central Labor 
Union where there has for some 
time been a growing progressive 
element, sufficiently large at times to prevent the labor fokif-s from 
successfully plying their trade—and trades! 

Xow the thing that happenad was this: At one of the regular 
meetings which chanced to he poorly attended, the fakirs saw their 
opportunity and preiMaited a motion to endorse two old party judicial 
candidates, on the specious plea tliat they wore “politiiil friends of 
labor.” 

Incidentally it may be mentioned that these old party candidates 
-were naturally non-union men, and that the Socialists had a ticket in 
the field mqde up principally of union men, some of whom were also 
delegates to the central labor body. But these facts are only valuable 
here as pointing out the certainty that the willingness of- the labor 
fakirs to pass by candidates of their own class and to endorse capital' 
istic candidates cooild not possibly spring from personal disinterested¬ 
ness, but points to a financial (direct or indirect) sell-ont by the fakirs 
of their dupes among the organized laliorcrs. Thus these men stand re¬ 
vealed for just what they are: Bascals, and richly deserve to be drum¬ 
med out of the ranks of labor organization. 

But the point we want to brinp out is that these very men had 
been loud in tlieir cry of “Xo politics in the union,” . whenever the 
word SoiHalism was uttered on the floor of the Omaha council. Mem¬ 
bers who were easily fooled supposed they were honest about it and were 
more or less impressed by their foxy plea 'that “politics in the union 
will injure the harmony of unionism.’’ But sooner or later such fakirs 
an- sure to unmask themselves, and to show that they are not opposed 
to politics and unionism mixing, providing it is along the old “pure 
and-simple” line—that is, a sell-out of the labor vote to capitalistic 
politicians fas a considpration, and that consideration going into the 
pocl;('l.s of the fakirs themselves, unknown, of course, to their dupes 
m the itnion.s. 

For years this sort of rascality was the rule in unionism and a 
lithor leader was too often a scamp who was fattening his own 
])ix-kets at tho expense of the labor movement. Utterly disreputable 
anil smooth, these fcllbws came to play a se*^.icd part in capitalist 
poliii(-s, and the old party managers usually reckoned on influencing 
tlu- labor vote, that- is, tlie votes of the organized labor class, by direct- 
h 'bnyiiig these lalior representatives The labor leader (of course, 
then- were some, wc are happy to say, who were true men and incor- 
ru|itahle) was a sort of small political boss, only when he could not 
pet lii.s price from one party he was able to make a lightning change 
of lii.s political convictions and turn from Republican to Democrat 
or from Democrat to Republican as the case might bo, according aa 
he was best able to drive a bargain with the big party bosses. 

So that, under the old regime, there were two cla.sses of organized 
workmen: First, the L.ABOR F.AKIH. Second, the lABOR DUPE, 
and the latter class, of course, was the most numerouil 

There were many men in the labor movement who were shocked 
and dispnsti-d at this rotten condition of things. For vears they 
wanted tq sw a house-cleaning, but lacked the numerical 'strength to 
carry their ideas into effect. 'They were helpless imtil a few years 
ago when Socialism began to make headway in tlie labor ranks. It 
came us a purifying force. Socialism attacks corruption wherever it 
■encounters it. One morning, for instance, the newspaper readers of 
Alilwaukeo read in their morning paper that a bunch of twelve labor 
fakirs had lieen thrown out of tho central laboi body the night before 
hv an opposition led by Socialists. The same thing'had happened be¬ 
fore, hut on a smaller scale. And the same influence began to bo noticed 
more and more in other large cities. The Socialist giant was growing! 
And in Milwaukee, it may he added, the deposed “leaders” piled their 
game independently, with the help of the daily capitalist papers— 
notably thii ^lllwaukee Sentinel—and on one occasion were s<x:n in a 
down town saloon dividing up a big roll of bills that they had received 
from a capitalist party for their attempted effort to swing the labor 
vote into line.

Dear Herald: On my way to Xew 
Mexico recenUy, I encountered a 
soldier, a member of the militia of 
the state in service at Cripple Creek. 
Upon inquiry, I a.scertaincd that 
the state had sent out 800 men 
to that mining district in order to 
prevent the occurrence of riots 
among the striking miners. Tlie 
soldier readily asserted that the 
only difficulties which had oocurred 
were between the mine-owners’ de¬ 
puties and the members of the 
militia. 

He related a humorous anecdote 
which happened in camp. One 
night, while on sentry duty, a sol¬ 
dier saw an object moving toward 
him and he called upon it to halt. 
Other soldiers licing attracted by 
what appeared to them aa a number 
of individuals coming toward them 
also and repeatedly shouted halt, 
without avail; the individuals kept 
right on coming in spite of the 


determination to ignore the wishes 
of the state committee. On the sub¬ 
ject of his use of the IllinoL- soere- 
tary.ship to send out his advertising 
matter officially, he savs ;
